Bruce said police records show 
that Cox waa using the name of 
Ellis Horn then, but had married 
in Norton, Kas., a

After leaving that city he went to 
Denver and assumed the name of 
C. T. Finnerty, Bruce said. 
Dist. Atty. Starrett said Cox

over with." He faces a life term 
if he enters a plea of guilty.

REACH AGREEMENT 


Hope to Speed Measure to 
White House—P. 0. Group 


Won't Call Farley. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). Tho men- 


ato aproved the conference report 
on the relief appropriation bill. 


It also approved the conference 


report on the $630,000,000 agricul- 
ture department appropriation bill, 
carrying $500,000,000 for aoil con- 
servation activities, the $60,000,000 
deducted by the senate having been 
restored by conferees last week. 
The house later adopted the con- 
ference report and sent the bill to 
the white house. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). Confer- 


ees on the $1,500,000,000 relief 
appropriation bill reached agree- 
ment, and announced they hoped 
to have their report approved by 
the house and senate Monday and 
speed the measure to the white 
house. 
The agreement provides reten- 


tion of the Hayden amendment, 
inserted by the senate, giving a 
two-year extension of the public 
works administration by authoriz- 
ing continuation of the PWA re- 
volving fund. The agreement, how- 
ever, reduces the total expendi- 
tures authorized for PWA In that 
period from $367,000,000 to $359,- 
000,000. 


The amendment placed in the re- 


lief bill the same authorization for 
extension of PWA as was provided 
in a separate bill approved by the 
house. 


The conference report retains 


another senate amendment pro- 
viding that not more than 5 per- 
cent of the works fund may be 
spent for administrative expenses. 
The agreement, however, added 
the national resources board to the 
list of those agencies operating 
with relief funds which may ex- 
ceed the 3 percent limitation.

suffered a severe gunshot -wound when a man he identified as 
Glen Grady, 29, Gretna painter, walked into the John Severn 
tavern here and fired a .410 shotgun at Miller as he sought to 
escape thru a rear door. Grady escaped. 


Miller, from his bed in an Omaha hospital, related that he 


and Grady had quarreled a iveek ago over a small debt Miller 
said Grady owed him for ever 10 years. 


'He had a grudge against me 
because I asked him to pay me," 
said Miller. Physicians said Miller, 
struck by 24 pellets, will recover. 


Miller declined to state the ex- 


act amount Grady owed him, but 
said it was "only a few dollars." 
He explained that he formerly 
operated a restaurant in Gretna 
and Grady, a customer, neglected 
to pay for some meals. 


The wounded man said Grady 


entered the tavern about 1:40 
a. m., carrying his shotgun. Mil- 
ler did not immediately recognize 
Grady and thought it was a hold- 
up. He walked into a back room 
where four men were sitting and 
Grady followed. 
The men, not 
named by MilJer, tried to talk 
Grady into surrendering his shot- 
gun. 


Then, said Miller, he ran back 


to the bar and dropped behind a 
glass show case. Grady raised his 
shotgun and fired thru the glass 
case, the pellets strikng Miller un- 
der the left shoulder. 


Sheriff 
Mundell 
said 
Grady 


escaped in his car after shooting 
Miller. Grady, the sheriff said, is 
driving a black oar, 1932 model, 
with license No. S9-29S1.

GRASSHOPPERS FOUGHT 
BY COLORADO GUARDS 


Poison Provided in Eastern 


Part of State Spread 


By Militia. 


DENVER. (UP). Eastern Colo- 


rado farmers banded together to 
meet a grasshopper scourge which 
in the past few days has made an 
area as large as Delaware and 
Rhode Island combined, virtually 
a moving mass of insects. The- 
state 
provided 
tons of 
poison. 


Militiamen were sent to assist in 
its distribution. 


The farmers organized to raise 
funds for more poison and have 
districted the area for a systematic 
war on the pests. 


Trinidad agricultural authorities 


issued a plea for volunteers to Join 
the poisoning program before the 
young pests acquire wings and 
tatce off in flight to other parts of 
the state. 
In the Trinidad re- 
gion alone, more than 3,000 acres 
have been "baited" and the acre- 
age was being increased. 


At Kit Carson, near the eastern 
boundary of the state, 300 persona 
set out over a northwestward 
course to stem the migration. 


One farmer estimated th« grass- 


hopper population near Kit Car- 
son to reach, from 80 to 300 of th« 
insects to the 
square foot. All 


vegetation, even nasture grass. 
was 
reduced 
to 
ground 
level 


wherever the swarms passed. 


From Lamar to the south of Kit 
Carson nearly S3,000 acres of ir- 
rigated land were in the path of 
the rapidly moving migration. 


Heavy banks of poisoned saw- 


dust were laid at the edges of th« 
fertile irrigated fields to prevent 
the insects reaching beet crops, 
small grains and alfalfa tracts. 


Twenty-four counties in eastern 


Colorado are infested with the 
pests.

ILLEGAL SHOOK 


Court Deoifion Forbids Inter- 


ference with Interstate 


Commerce.

WASHINGTON. (Copyright). 
Prwridectt Rooaevelt la charged by 
tb* federal constitution with the 
obligation to execute faithfully the 
l*ws of the United States and 
among them is the law of 1890 
which forbids anybody to can*ptre 
with anybody elae to restrain tn- 
Uratate commerce. 
Ever atnce the day the supreme 
court of the United States handed 
down ita decUion upholding the 
Wagner labor law, thla correspond* 
*nt has contended that the federal 
government had the power to 
prosecute the prime movers in a 
"aitdown" strike and anybody else 
who undertakes to interfere with 
thp shipment of goods in {inter- 
state commerce. 
Now comes in corraboratlon a 
unanimous opinion hy the United 
States circuit court of appeals for 
the third circuit, which, while in 
no way mentioning the duties of 
a president of the United States, 
clearly establishes the lawlessness 
of the "sitdown" strike w well as 
lawless picketing or interference 
with the operations of industrial 
plants engaged in interstate com- 
merce. 
This decision was handed down 
last week, but the full test of it 
did not come to my attention until 
today. A reading of the decision 
shows that there is federal power 
to prosecute the conspirators who 
have endeavored to close down the 
steel plants and other companies 
thru lawless methods. 
The opinion was rendered by a 
three judge court, Justices Buf- 
fington, 
Davis and 
Dickinson. 
Judge Davis, who wrote the opin- 
ion, was appointed to the bencla 
by President Wilson and before 
that was a United States attor- 
•ney and prior to that appointment 
was a state senator and demo- 
cratic leader in the New Jersey 
state senate. 
First describing the lawlessness 
that was suddenly introduced in 
and around the Apex hosiery plant, 
where peaceful conditions had al- 
,ways prevailed, Judge Davis then 
said: 


racot. The main purpose ot the Wftgner act 
Wsu to avoid Imluitrtal strife by providing 
an orderly procvM ot leUllng controversies 
and c*u«e* of unmet. It defines and de- 
clArta the rlghta of labor and provide* 
machinery for enforcing them. 
"Underly.oc tbli cue 1« the question ot 
WJMtber a lew Jawjes* Individual*, Jgnorjng 
and condemning, the Wagner act and in 
defiance of all law and order, and in ruUi- 
- law disregard of the right* of others should 


t>* permitted by aasumlnfi the n&m« of a 
union to deprive all other* of their means 
of livelihood and compel them to contribute 
of their earnings to self-styled leaderB 
"A few 'alt-downers' are fceopJns 2,000 
persons, who -were entirely satisfied with 
their positions, from working

If an employer had dinted 
to labor any of 1U rights, the Wagner act 
provided an orderly way ol calling him to 
account. Instead of resorting/to this act, 
tne defendants by force and violence sought 
to compel th» employer and Ita employes 
to do what the Wagner act do«s not coun- 


condemns as wrong both la policy and 
principle. 
"Public opinion 
will

labor la using every fair, just and legal 
means to secure and protect Its rights, but 
public opinion—and toll Includes the nane, 
ol labor—will feel outraged at "the "lawless 
conduct of the defendants which.

Then Judge Davis proceeded to 
cite the supreme court decision in 
the Jones & Laughlin case, com- 
monly known aa the case that up- 
held the Wagner act, and he re- 
peated the language of Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes as follows:

Two 
more high trumps now disclosed that 
East h«d started with four, which 
gave declarer food for thought. 


It was quite obvious that the dia- 


mond kin*; would not stand up at an 
entry to dummy, hence to draw 
trumps and lead a diamond would 
virtually be surrendering three dia- 
mond tricks and the contract. 
[If 


declarer had cashed hit high spades, 
drawn trumps and led a diamond. 
West would merely have had to be 
careful to put up a high diamond so 
that his partner would not be thrown 
Into an automatic end-play]. 


On the logical assumption that, 


since East had held four heat is, the 
rest of his hand probably was divided 
3-3-S, declarer saw a splendid avenue 
to his contract. He cashed the ace 
and king of spades and, instead of 
picking up East's nine of trumps, de- 
liberately played the deuce in order 
to throw East on lead. After that 
play East was helpless. A spade re- 
turn would concede two tricks to the 
dummy, whereas the lead of the ace 
and another diamond would have pre- 
cisely the same effect. 


Thus, conceding a trump trick, al- 


though such concession was totally 
unnecessary, saved two tricks and the 
contract.

SAVE LIFE OF BABE 


Infant, Born Without Stom- 


ach Inlet, to Undergo 
Delicate Operations'. 


HAMBURG, la. UP). Medical 
science in this small Iowa com- 
munity marshalled it* forces to 
save the life of Kennetha Kay 
Schmltt, infant daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Kenneth Schmitt of Sid- 
ney, la., born without a stomach 
inlet at the home of her parents 
Wednesday. 


Dr. R. C. Danley, owner and 
chief lurgeon of the hospital here 
said he believed the operations 
would be successful. He pointed 
out prolonged life of such a pa 
tient is rare. 
Dr. Kenneth Murchmson of Sid- 


ney, who attended the mother at 
birth, said the defect was not dis- 
covered until after the first nurs- 
ing. Then examination disclosed, 
he said, the infant's esophagus 
ended about five inches from her 
gums. Whether the esophagus is 
merely blocked or is incomplete 
the doctors have not ascertained. 
Dr. Danley said he hopes to in- 
ject small quantities of barium 
into her esophagus 
when she 
grows stronger to get an x-ray.

dinance, the old one being shoved 
out of the picture by the: new atate 
law on the subject. 
The latter 
was designed, according to Its In- 
troducers, Senators Strong and 
Gantz, to add teeth, but in reality 
its strength seems to have been 
eased, at least In relation to first 
offenders. 
Under the 
former state law, 
drunken driving was considered a 
misdemeanor and it was manda- 
tory upon the judge to revoke for 
one year the driver's license of 
person convicted of the 
offense. 


Under a conforming city ordi- 
nance 
Municipal 
Judge 
Polk 


usually fined an offender $60 and 
costs and revoked his license for 
one year. 
If 
the 
driver was 


charged in a state complaint, the 


""offender was usually sentenced to 
W30 days in jail and his license was 
revoked for a year. 


The new state law, 
however, 
makes drunken driving a crime 
and thus takes away the power 
of the city to prosecute. .Revoca- 
tion of licenses has been left to 
the discretion of the judge rather 
than made manadtory on him. In 
addition, the law states that first 
offenders shall be fined not less 
than $10 nor more than $50 or 
sentenced to not more than 30 
days days in jail, or both. 
* 


Thus, in order to gain the same 
penalty as has been imposed in the 
past, the city would have to turn 
its, drunken driving cases over to 
the county attorney for prosecu- 
tion under the state law. Such

Davey, inasmuch as the fed- 
eral steel board reported it be- 
lieved an adjustment of differences 
could be reached if the parties 
concerned sat down together, that 
the state had subpoena power to 
bring all concerned into a confer- 
ence and thus try out the proposal 
of attempting- to reach a volun- 
tary settlement by the conference 
method."

Demonstrations against church 


officials in Poland are the .out 
growth 
of 
nationalist 
feeling 


aroused when a church ofticer 
moved the coffin of Marshal Pil- 
audski from a cathedral to an 
adjoining bell tower over the pro- 
tests of government officials, in- 
cluding the picsident. The tower 
\vns designed for the ultimate rest- 
ing place of the late dictator, but 
the government contends that it 
is not ready and the body should 
not be moved yet. Since the church 
has complete authority the gov- 
ernment can do nothing and the 
demonstrations have grown out of 
this quarrel. 


The democrats who have gath- 


ered on Jefferson island in Chesa- 
peake bay, have been told by the 
president \vhat is expected of them. 
Their duties in the 
weeks and 


months to come have been out- 
lined. The island meeting was a 
most interesting affair. The demo- 
cratic officials in congress and in 
government service were herded 
out to the island club house in 
groups of slightly more than 200 
each, one group a day. There they 
were permitted to get better ac- 
quainted with the chief, to meet 
him as a fellow member of the de- 
partment, and also were permitted 
to relax and act natural for no re- 
porters were supposed to be pres- 
ent. 
This sort of fellowship and 


rest cure is expected to bolster up 
democratic resistance in congress. 


Residents of the 
middlewest

is that the labor situation has been 
muddled by politics. Too much 
partisanism has been shown in 
Washington. There has been a 
lack here and there of law enforce- 
ment. We have had a touch of 
that in Nebraska, but in Michigan 
and'Ohio, Illinois and Indiana, law 
enforcement has been weak and 
ineffective. 


The labor situation ought to be 


clarified. Attempts at 
political 


buildups should be eliminated. Both 
sides should make such conces- 
sions as the facts will warrant. 
The interests of the public and 
the welfare of the consumer should 
be considered. A settlement would 
be possible were it not for self 
seeking labor leaders and those 
with political ends to further. The 
labor controversy should involve 
economics only, 
ignored.

BEHIND THE SCENES. 


Never before in the history of 


the nation has there been so much 
discussion in the newspapers and 
the magazines of the country con- 
cerning the trend toward dictator- 
ship. Some supporters of the pres- 
ident hold that this discussion is 
not warranted, yet the fact that 
much of it comes from newspapers 
that hitherto have been supporters 
of Mr. Roosevelt would seem to 
have much significance. 


President Roosevelt cannot find 


justification for complaint over the 
widespread discussion of dictator- 
ship trends, Arthur M. Hyde, for- 
mer secretary of agriculture and 
Missouri republican leader, in a 
recent address in hia state dealt 
with this phase of the matter. He 
said: 
"Long- ago Mr. Roosevelt 


boasted that he had set up 'new 
instruments 
of 
public 
power' 


strong enough 'to provide shackles 
for the liberties of the people.' 
He had looked at, thru American 
eyes, the long list of new deal 


supporters of the president. 
In 


this list can be named Senator 
Glass of Virginia, Burke of Ne- 
braska, 
Wheeler 
of 
Montana, 


Byrnes of South Carolina, Byrd of 
Virginia, Holt of West Virginia 
and many others. In fact the re- 
volt in congress has reached ser- 
ious proportions and the fate of 
"must" legislation is not nearly 
so certain now as it has been in 
the past. 


The nation has become con- 


cerned over the trend. Since the 
demand of Labor Dictator John L*. 
Lewis that the president lend sup- 
port to hia strikes, followed by 
some indications that the strikes, 
if not openly supported have not 
been officially opposed, the public 
has begun to look behind the 
scenes in an effort to find where 
presidential policies originate and 
tiie motive power that pushes them 
ahead. 


SCRAPS OF PAPER. 


Eighteen years ago the Ver- 


sailles treaty put an official end to 
hostilities between the allies, Eng- 
land, France, Italy and the United 
States, and the German nation, 
together with its allies. 
During 


the 18 years that have passed 
since the World war came to an 
official end, the treaty has been 
torn to shreds. 


Adolf Hitler, chancellor of Ger- 


many and virtual dictator, is pri- 
marily responsible. Germany did 
not like the treaty but being the 
vanquished party in the life and 
death 
struggle, 
Germany 
took 


what was offered where appeals 
to the sympathy of the victors 
were unavailing:. 
Since the mo- 


ment of signing, Germany 
has 


been working to break the treaty. 


Hitler rose to prominence by 


campaigning- 
on 
an 
antitreaty 


platform. He enlisted the support 
of the German people by fighting 
against the treaty which was al- 
most 
universally 
unpopular 
in> 


Germany. Having made a success- 
ful ' campaign for power on this 
platform, Hitler has devoted him- 
self to destroying the treaty piece 
by piece. 


Today the treaty of Versailles is 


little more than a name. 
Virtu- 


ally every major provision has 
been violated. It stands only as a 
mute testimonial to the work of 
treaty breakers. The men who 
fought in the World war, the peo- 
ple 
who 
supported them, 
a^nd 


those who survive their relatives 
who were killed in the battles of 
that mammoth struggle, cannot 
help but feel that much of their 
sacrifice has been In vain. 


Those who thought that the war 


It taught 
never be 


taught a lesson, that 
men that war must 
again, are somewhat disillusioned. 
The lesson was there but It does 
not seem apparent now that men 
have grasped the full significance. 
And the years since the war have 
taught, if mankind has 
learned

MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 
Engineers at the Sutherland and 
the Tri-County projects say that 
reservoirs used for power and irri- 
gation storage do not make ideal 
bodies of water for pleasure re- 
sort purposes. The reason is that 
the water may be high in the res- 
ervoirs at one time in the year and 
as the dry season approaches the 
level will recede, leaving a sur- 
rounding mud border. The great 
Sutherland reservoir a n d t h e 
greater Tri-County on river stor- 
age reservoir may therefore never 
become popular pleasure resorts. If 
a fairly stable level could be main- 
tained the pleasure resort feature 
could be added. As that cannot be 
done, and as they are planned for. 
utilitarian 
purposes 
they 
may 
never become popular for pleasure 
purposes. 


Nebraska's 
weather 
records 
seem to be complete, and now all 
that will be appreciated will be 
timely rains coming- at the right 
time. An 8 inch rain has been re- 
ported from Buffalo county and 
heavy rains west of there, and 
east, covering a stretch 
of 200 
miles along the valley, were re- 
ported on the same day. 
That 
territory was needing rain a week 
ago and the soaker that came 
ought to make the farmers feel 
happy. Almost every season has 
its heavy rains, sometimes called 
a cloudburst, but they rarely reach 
S inches, and when they do they 
are usually minus official verifica- 
tion. It may be added that weather 
experts frown 
on the expression 
''cloudburst." They are 
merely 
heavy 
rains. 
Clouds 
do 
not 
"burst." The vapor in them con- 
denses into rain and falls. 


On the day the heavy rains fell 
in the Platte valley the river read- 
ings showed only 5 second feet in 
the North Platte at Sutherland. 
While at the west state line 1,700 
second feet was recorded the flow 
diminished rapidly 
as it moved 
east, because of irrigation. 
At 
Brady it had risen to 245 second 
feet and dwindled to no flow at 
all at Odessa. Valley people say 
the rise from a heavy local rain 
can be traced in the flow rise as 
It moves down the river, and that 
the 
river 
flow disappears as 
quickly as the runoff ceases. 


Rainfall at Lincoln, after the 
precipitation 
of Saturday, was 
just three inches greater than the 
fall of last year for the same pe- 
riod. The precipitation has come 
largely in a way that it soaked 
into the soil and aided growing: 
crops. Little rain fell here in 
June of last year. There was prac- 
tically no rain in July and early 
August. Excesses of precipitation 
this year over that of last year 
for the part of the year up to June 
26, are reported as follows: Grand 
Island, 3.65 inches; Fremont, 7; 
Red Cloud, 2.66; Culbertson, 1.44; 
Fairbury, 2.44; Fairmont, 3.57. 


The 
unwelcome fact Is that 
grasshoppers are now doing dam- 
age to Lancaster county crops. In 
four fields examined Sunday grass- 
hoppers were at work. The small 
grain crop is so far along that 
further damage will be negligible, 
but the hoppers are beginning in 
the 
cornfields. On 
one 
farm, 


where an alfalfa field adjoins a 
cornfield on the north, the alfalfa 
has been cut. The hoppers were 
leaving the alfalfa stubble for the 
greener and more tasty corn on 
Sunday. Hoppers seem 
to 
be 
thicker in the northwest part of 
the county than elsewhere.

This 
practice haa been found satisfac- 
tory, does not tend to clog; th« 
drain but on the contrary keeps it 
clear, and does away with the ob- 
jectionable garbage receptacle and 
the nuisance of the garbage col- 
lector. 


Only tap water will be used for 
drinking purposes, and an electric 
water cooler separate from the re- 
frigerator. A water softener will 
be installed to soften the tap water 
for bathing and laundry purposes.

Disorder

LEUCORRHEA, or the "whites", 


as it U more commonly called, is 
the name given an abnormal dis- 
charge from the female organ* 
The number of sufferers from thia 
trouble is enormous 
Unfortu- 


nately, it is a trouble often neg- 
lected, or Is accepted as a normal 
condition 


Let me say thu is by no means 


a normal condition 
Whenever 


there i* a persistent discharge, 
sufficient perhaps to soil the gar- 
ments, it i« best to consult the 
family doctor 


Especially if the discharge Is 


tinged with blood attention is de- 
manded, because it la a symptom 
which may be the forerunner of 
some serious condition 
It musti 


not be neglected 
Thia warning 


should never be ignored, particu- 
larly by women who have borne 
many children 


A certain amount of mucus is 


normally present 
But when it is 


excexslve in amount, and surely if 
it becomes discolored, it is a sign 
of some real disturbance 


The 
condition 
Is 
frequently 


found in young women who are in 
poor health, particularly if they 
are anemic. 
Usually it can be 


traced 
to 
some 
abnormality, 


either in its position or because of 
some inflammation of the womb 
For thia reason it is best to see 
the doctor and determine the real 
underlying cause of the disturb- 
ance 
Bear in mind that neglect 


may lead to chronic inflammation 
of the organs 


It is a well known fact that pro- 


longed irritation of any part of the 
body may produce certain changes 
in the cells which the medical pro- 
fession, 
describe 
as 
"pre-can- 


cerous". For this reason it is un- 
wise to neglect any such condition 
No matter where it is located— 
head, body, or lambs—give it at- 
tention 


Often, the sort of discharge we 


are discussing may b« the result 
of an infection. For example, it is 
quite common to have an infection 
from an organism, known as the 
"trichomonas 
vaglnalis" 
This 
parasite sets up a disturbance 
which is highly contagious, easily 
spread from one person to another 
The discharge produced by thia 
infection is copious and watery, 
with a foamy, yellowish appear- 
ance 
It is always extremely irri- 


tating to the skin 
Let your doctor determin* the 


cause of the trouble and outline 
the necessary treatment

3. Use plenty of water, both 
for drinking and for bathing. Add 
a. pinch of salt to the drinking- 
water and you may be able to 
prevent heat exhaustion. 
4. Stay in bed the 
required 


number of hours, even if you can't 
•leep. Experts say it is more im- 
portant to hftve the proper amount 
of rest in warm weather than dur- 
ing- the winter. 


5. Indulge in only moderate 
•xerclse and confine these to early 
morning or late afternoon when 
the sun is^less intense. 
6. Wear summer clothing that 
la light in weight as well as color.

GIVES REASONS FOR 


Culture 
Conflict, 
Struggle 


- for Control by Outside 


Forces Blamed. 


Culture 'conflict and a struggle 


for the control of China by out- 
side forces were the two reasons 
£lven by Dr. Harley F. MacNair 
of the University of Chicago for 
the present day confusion and dif- 
ficulty in the 
Chinese empire. 
Speaking before faculty and sum- 
mer school students of the Uni- 
versity ot Nebraska on the Chin- 
ese angle of the general theme. 
"The Crises in the Far East," Dr. 
MacNair, eminent 
authority 
on 
problems of the orient, said the 
average man or woman in China 
probably fears Japan more ehan 
ahy other outside power. 
The Chicago 
lecturer speaks 
again Tuesday, 
Wednesday and 
Friday morning at 10, 11 and 8 in 
social sciences 
auditorium. 
His 
topic Tuesday will be "The Japa- 
nese Angle." Mrs. MacNair, her- 
aelf an authority on far eastern 
civilisation, will be featured at a 
general 
convocation 
Thursday 
morning at 11 in the Temple. Her 
subject will be "Chinese Ladies, 
Ancient and Modern." 
"There are three or four basic 
types of cultures noVc causing un- 
certainty in China," according to 
Dr. MacNair. "First of all we have 
the ancient, glorified Chinese civil- 
ization ; also the culture of western 
Europe and the United States; 
third, the new communistic cul- 
tui-e mainly from Russia, and pos- 
sibly the civilization of the neigh 
boring Japanese. The reason why 
Chinese culture seems odd to us 
is due principally to the fact that 
this civilization haa been develop- 
ing for at least 4,000 years and 
relatively free from outside influ- 
ence. 
"Three groups have been instru- 
mental in gaining a foothold in 
China, namely, in their Import- 
ance, the missionary, the mer- 
chant and the diplomat. The mis- 
sionary, because he was least self- 
ish, exerted considerable influence 
thru 
his tolerance in interior 
China. The merchant was occu- 
pied chiefly in the leading market 
centers, while the diplomat was 
the last to arrive." Dr. MacNair 
said the Chinese probably feared 
Japan more than any other civili- 
zations primarily because of the 
close proximity of that nation.

WAGE BATTIEN HOPPERS 


Reports 110 Tons 


of Poison Used. 


County Agent Purbaugh re- 
ported Monday that 110 tons of 
grasshopper poison has been dis- 
tributed to farmers In Lancaster 
county and thousands of grasshop- 
pers have been destroyed. The 
poison put out the first week, dur- 
ing the cool rainy weather, did not 
accomplish a great deal but the 
poison bran and sawdust dis- 
tributed the second week got #ood 
results. Sawdust with bran is used 
as it is cheaper than bran and does 
as well. 
Farmers were being warned not 
to scatter the poison where saw- 
dust U used, with the bare hands. 
In some cases the sawdust has 
worked under the nails and caused 
sore hands and may cause infec- 
tions. Farmers, he said, should use 
gloves or use a machine to scatter 
the poison. 
In some places in the county 
farmers have cut their oats for hay 
to save them from the hoppers. 
The grasshoppers were eating the 
heads. Quite a bit of damage had 
been done to wheat also. Farmers 
are now cutting:. They fear for corn 
when the small grain is cut. Pur- 
baugh said that where two or three 
applications of the poison are put 
out under favorable conditions, the 
hoppers are nearly all killed. He 
believes 
it possible if enough 
poison is used to kill nearly all of 
the insects in the course of 20 
days. If there is rain and vegeta- 
tion grows rapidly, there is not as 
much danger to the corn as there 
will be if th« weather turns dry 
and the growth is slow. Thre are 
more grasshoppers this year than 
last, Purbaugh said. 


HITLER DECLARATION 


CLOUDS NEW OPTIMISM 


Best of Europe Had Hoped 


Spanish War Might Be 


Isolated. 


By the Associated Frees. 


Reiehsfuehrer Hitler's declara- 
tion of two German policies in 
Spain today clouded a new opti- 
mism that the Spanish civil \var 
might be isolated from the rest of 
Europe. 
t)er fuehrer told a party rally 


of 200,000 nazis that the 
third 
reich "would 'welcome'* an Insur- 
gent Spanish regime as an aid to 
solving Germany's acute raw ma- 
terial shortage. 


He also declared Germany would 
act independently henceforth to 
protect herself 
against 
Spanish 
government attacks at sea. 


At Valencia, the Spanish central 
government reported a merchant- 
man sunk by a submarine and cre- 
ated 
a 
special 
anti-submarine 
fleet. 


In Paris and Moscow it was 
feared the last repercussions of the 
joint Italo-German 
withdrawal 
from the neutrality fleet had not 
yet been felt. 


The absence of new develop- 
ments stimulated hope elsewhere, 
however, that Europe's peace was 
not endangered. 


A stretch of about 30 miles of 
government coast north of Va- 
lencia was shelled from the sea. 
One report, which was not con- 
firmed, said German ships partici- 
pated. 
Insurgent troops reinforced Gen- 
eralissfmo Franco's Madrid siege 
lines in the Casa de Campo sector 
west ot the capital and in the 
Jarama sector to the southeast. 
New defense troops bolstered 
those zones but government com- 
manders said they did not expect 
a new general attack from Franco 
until insurgent operations on the 
Santander-Bilbabent were
